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The Tonopah and 
Tidewater Railroad | 


The Tonopah and Tidewater 
Railroad was incorporated July 
19, 1904, to build from Ludlow, 
Calif., to Tonopah, Nevada. Fi- 
nanced by the Pacific Coast Bor- 
ax Company, it was constructed 
to haul the products of their bor- 
ax mines formerly at Zabriskie, 
to the Union Pacific at Crucero 
and the Santa Fe at Ludlow, as 
well as to tap the boom mining 
region around Tonopah. 

The road was constructed as 
a standard gauge line with 52, 
60, and 65 pound rail and a maxi- 
mum grade of 1.5 per cent. By 
December 19, 1907, the line had 
been completed as far at Beatty, 
Nevada, 170 miles, but here con- 
struction stopped for competi- 
tion by the Las Vegas and Tono- 
pah and the Bullfrog and Gold- 
field made it impractical to pro- 
ceed further. 

In 1918, following the aban- 
donment of the Las Vegas and 
Tonopah the Tonopah and Tide- 
water acquired control of that 
part of the Tonopah and Green- 
water Railroad west of Death 
Valley Junction. The Tonopah & 
Greenwater had been organized 
by the L. V. & T. in March, 1907, 
to connect the Amargosa Borax 
Works at Greenwater with the 
L. V. & T. main line at Gold 
Center, south of Beatty. 

About fifteen years ago active 
borax mining was discontinued 
in Death Valley due to the dis- 





covery of better fields at Kramer 
on the Santa Fe, between Bar- 
stow and Mojave. After that the 
small gold, silver, iron, etc. mines 
and a dwindling tourist traffic 
remained as the principle source 
of revenue. 

In 1933 the road abandoned 
service, but left. the rails down, 
on 27 miles of their line betweer 
Crucero and Ludlow, severing 
their. connection with the Santa 
Fe. This left the present line 
143 miles long from Crucero to 
Beatty. 

In the middle of 1939, the com- 
pany decided that the recurring 
losses could no longer be carried, 
and that the company should sus- 
pend service. Accordingly they 
applied to the Interstate Com-- 
merce Commission and the state: 
railroad commissions of Cali- 
fornia and Nevada for permission 
to abandon service with the un- 
derstanding that. the line and 
equipment would be kept in ser- 
vicable condition so that the line- 
could reopen if conditions war-- 
ranted, 

Leaving Crucero, on the edge: 
of the great Mojave desert, the 
line drops down slightly to Rasor: 
where a good supply of potable 
water is located. Baker, the next 
stop is an important point on 
the Las Vegas-Boulder Dam high- 
way. Continuing a gradual des-- 
cending grade, the _ railroad 
swings into Silver Lake, a tele- 
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graph station from which pas- 
sengers can see a number of talc 
mines. 


From Silver Lake to Shoshone 
tthe tracks wind upwards through 
‘the Amargosa canyon passing 
‘Biggs, Valjean, Dumont, Sperry, 
‘Tecopa and Zabriskie. This part 
of the line is the most interesting 
and by far the most scenic. 

The next 26 miles brings the 
railroad to Death Valley Junc- 
tion, at an elevation of 2037 feet. 
This is the highest station on the 
line. and here the old right of 
way of the Death Valley Rail- 
road can be seen stretching off 
toward the western horizon. 
Looking closely at the yard tracks 
here, marks on the ties tell the 
story that almost the entire yard 
used to be three rail to accom- 
modate the equipment of the 
narrow gauge railroad. Death 
Valley Junction is the headquar- 
ters of the railroad and the Pa- 
cific Coast Borax Co. is using 
its old borax plant here to pro- 
cess clay. 

Crossing the Nevada-California 
state line near Leeland, the road 
drops 700 feet to Beatty, Nevada 
in the Amargosa desert. Beatty 
is an important point on the high- 
way between Northern Nevada 
cand Las Vegas, and most of the 
mining activity in this district 
centers there. 


The year 1939 brought to the 
railfan news of abandonments 
after abandonments, but perhaps 
the most to be regretted is that 
of the Tonopah and Tidewater. 
Not a short line in length, but in 
the classification of the railfans 
it occupied a spot reserved for 
the most treasured of the short 
lines. 

Two years ‘ago Railroad Boost- 
ers in°- Los Angeles tried to ar- 
range an excursion over the line, 
but mother nature stepped in 
with a storm to wash out the 
roadbed. Railfandom was de- 
nied its chief pleasure, the ex- 
cursion, but interest did not 
wane, Hope springs eternal, but 
the closest to an excursion that 
the line has seen was contained 
in a telegram from Death Valley 
Junction on December 3ist from 
a reporting party of the Western 
Railroader. The message is ad- 
dressed to the Northern Cali- 
fornia Railroad Club: 

LAST EXCURSION OF THE 
YEAR STOP REGRET YOU 
COULD NOT COME STOP HAP-

Yes, the boomer boys were at

San Francisco, Calif. 
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1939 In Review... 


January 1 saw the abandon- 
ment of the South San Francis- 
co Railway and Power Company 
line in South San Francisco, and 
hearings through the month on 
the abandonment of the North- 
western Pacific’s electric service, 
and the Fresno Traction. But, ev- 
erything was not so dark for the 
15th saw the opening of the 
bridge service with the Sacra- 
mento Northern, Key System and 
Interurban Electric given direct 
access to San Francisco. Historic 
EP&SW No. 1 was moved for ap- 
pearance in “Let Freedom Ring” 
and the Sierra Railroad was the 
location for “Dodge City”. Ev- 
erything was not so rosy though, 
for the Deep Creek ‘was given a 
dose of poison in the form of an 
o. k. for abandonment by the 
federal courts. 

Short lines continued to fall 
through February with the In- 
dian Valley taking the count. The 
Market Street Ry. took the posi- 
tion behind the 8-ball with en- 
forcement of the S. F. one-man 
car law, and in L. A. the storm 
clouds began to gather. The Fres- 
no abandonment was authorized 
and the S. P. abandoned passen- 
ger service on the Placerville 
and Stirling City branches. Good 
news were announcement that 
the SP was to purchase more 
mallets, and the opening of the 
fair. (Vacation Land, remember?) 

Surprise news of March was 
the Northern California Rail- 
road Club’s excursion over the 
Sacramento Northern and Bay 


Point & Clayton, but in the rail- 
road world even better news was 
the news that the Amador Cen- 
tral would continue operations. 
The Western Pacific put on its 
Exposition Flyer and the Bam- 
burger Electric put its stream- 
liners into operation. The Uintah 
Railway was given its send off, 
and the SP sold its interests in 
the San Jose, Fresno and Stock- 
ton transit systems to National 
City Lines. 

April gave us two new Day- 
lights (in service January 4 and 
10, 1940), but the Trona Railway 
gave up its passenger service. 

March came in like a lion with 
the Bakersfield & Kern asking for 
abandonment of its South Chester 
line, the abandonment of the 
Fresno Traction, and abandon- 
ment of the Swayne Lumber line. 
It went out like a Tamb with the 
news. that the MeCloud River was 
putting two ex-Copper River 
Northwestern engines in service, 
and the Amador Central had pur- 
chased McCloud No. 8 (Rumor 
had it that the C-NRHS had an 
excursion over the Cen. Cal. 
Traction about this time.) 

June saw the Northern Cal. 
visit the Northwestern Pacific, 
and a general upturn in the 
news, S. P. sought the purchase 
of the South San Francisco Belt 
Ry., the Santa Fe put it “Valley 
Flyer” in service and the Muni- 
cipal Railway (SF) ordered an- 





other new car. The storm struck 
in Los Angeles however ‘with the 
passage of a one-man car law. ° 
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July saw the arrival of the 
new SP mallets, and a new color 
scheme for the Market Street 
Railway. The SP came home to 
San Francisco, but the month 
ended with a sad note with the 
last run of the Deep Creek Rail- 
road. 

August hit us with a bang with 
the “City of S. F.” ending up in 
a ditch, the Market Street Rail- 
way seeking to cut off several 
street car lines, and Los Angeles 
in a mess with the one-man car 
law. (Rumor had it that we had 
folded, but September found us 
out again). 

September saw the Northern 
Cal. excursioning again with a 
trip over the Market Street Rail- 
way, but everything didn’t seem 
so good on the news field. The 
Hobart Southern was torn up, 
cars were transferred from 
Stockton, Davies-Johnson 26 was 
scrapped as was OC&E No. 2. 

October gave us a drop with the 
news that the NWP abandonment 
would be approved and the ar- 
rival of buses for the South of 
Market service of the Market St. 
Railway. Good news was the put- 
ting in service of the Fresno cars 
on the Central Calif. Traction. 

November saw the arrival of 
more mallets for the SP, the new 
cars for the Municipal Ry. of SF, 
movies-on the Sierra, and a suc- 
cessful Booster excursion over 
the SD&AE. 

December brought good news 
and bad; Pacific Electric and Sac- 
ramento Northern both sought 
abandonments, while the NWP 
was put off temporarily. The 
Tonopah and Tidewater was giv-

MODELS AT THE 
HOBBY SHOW 

Without doubt, the exhibit of 
the Golden Gate Live Steamers at 
the recent Hobby Show in Oak- 
land attracted the most attent- 
ion. While on a line of tables 
set against the wall a great num- 
ber of locomotives and railroad 
cars built by the individual mem- 
bers were on display, the center 
of attraction was the 50 feet of 
track in front of them on which 
a live steam model engine was 
operated. This locomotive pulled 
an elongated flat car, upholster- 
ed on top so people would not 
get splinters while sitting on it 
for a ride over the entire line and 
back to the starting point. It hau- 
led 3 to 5 kids—depending on 
how big there were. If the size 
of the watching crowd and the 
number of happy  kids—and 
grown-ups—who wanted to ride 
on this miniature railroad is any 
indication of success, we sure will 
have to pronounce it one. The 
entire display was under the 
very able direction of Mr. Shat- 
tock. 

Next to it was the electrically 
operated model railroad layout of 
the Eastbay Model Club, super- 
vised by Mr. Earl Fancher. Two 
trains—one a replica of the Cor- 
onation Scot brought over from 
England by Russ Ahrke, the 
other an American freight train 
—ran each other dizzy going 
round and round. And Bob Han- 
nah was there with a separate 
little lay-out on whose circular 
track an interurban car operat- 





ed at break-neck speed. An ex- 
cellent display of models further 
attracted people to the exhibit. 
Quite a number of models were 
at the combined exhibit of Pacific 
Model Crafts and Northern Calif- 
ornia Railroad Club. Our mem-. 
ber Bill Hoffman responded to 
the call of the exhibit chairman 
for material with about a dozen 
electric cars, from partly finish- 
ed ones to completed models— 
even as to builders plates. In the 
center stood the pretty model lay- 
out of Pacific Model Crafts which 
many of us had seen on display 
in the store window at 436 11th 
St., Oakland. In back of it was 
a collection of tinplate rolling 
stock of by-gone days—play- 
things of the gay nineties and the 
first decades of the present cen- 
tury. Mr. Wuesthoff had a beau- 
tiful model of a CNW locomotive 
on display, built entirely in his 
own shop, and which was close- 
ly inspected by the visitors. But, 
the most fun was had with Mr. 
Beauchamp’s model of an inter- 
urban car from the “South San 
Leandro Electric Railway”. Peo- 
ple wanted to know in what part 
of San Leaandro this line was 
operating and where they had to 
go in order to catch the street- 
car to take a ride over its line. 
Quite a few were a little disap- 
pointed when told that it was 
only a model railroad company.

The Sacramento Northern Rail- 
way has applied to the State Rail- 
road Commission of California 
for permission to abandon all 
passenger service on their lines 
except in the San _ Francisco- 
Pittsburgh area. The company 
claims that the service has not 
even. paid its out of pocket costs 
during the past few years even 
with the Exposition running. The 
company would abandon all pas- 
senger service on the Colusa and 
Woodland branches as well as the 
mainline from West Pittsburgh to 
Chico. Freight service would be 
continued, officials said as well 
as bus operations (Sacramento- 
Chico, Oroville - Portola, San 
Francisco-Pittsburgh). The only 
passenger service by rail that 
would be retained would be the 
suburan service from San Fran- 
cisco to Contra Costa County 
points, The commission has or- 
dered hearings in Sacramento late 
in January.
